Canada, contacted the RCMP with allegations of wrongdoing by at 

the Senate. interviewed during which he provided details of his observations and 

interactions while working at the Senate between October 2013 and December 2015. 

Much of what w reported were matters which are typically dealt with as administrative, 

rather than criminal. None of allegations set out below have been substantiated by 

the RCMP, and the purpose this letter is to provide a brief summary of the information received 
in order for your organizations to make informed decisions on any actions you wish to take with 
regard to these matters. 

During interviews with RCMP, stated the following: 

He started working at the Senate on October 2013, finishing on December 
2015. 


In January 2015, after the retirement of as Clerk of the Senate, there was 

an organizational/structure change, and the role of the Clerk was now divided into 



sectors and overseen by 3 Sector Chiefs: 


Between February 2014 and December 2015, he noticed HR/financial irregularities that 
he brought to attention. 

• Nothing was done about the problems he identified. 

a harassment complaint against in November 2015. 

told him that the harassment complaint would be investigated. 
Approximately a week later we was summoned to a meeting 

set our four areas of concern, and stated the following pertaining to each: 


Area 1

This as an issue that was raised on numerous occasions that is benefiting persons 
financially because they take vacation without the hours being deducted from their 
accumulated hours, and then receive financial payment at the end of the year for leave 
hours not used. 



This concern was previously identified by the Auditor General as an issue, and the 
Leader's offices have continued the practice and allowing for their staff to be paid for 
hours not worked. 

Leave reports from these offices are submitted completely blank and they do not 
respond to requests from HR for updates. 

Area 4 

The fourth area of concern is the monitoring of emails and phone calls for political 
purposes. 

has asked the IT department to monitor certain employee e-mails and 

phone calls. 

This is done presumably upon request of a Senator 

He has information that this was done in relation to harassment complaint, as 

well as a previous harassment complaint filed by 

also stated that: 

The Senate does not fall under the whistleblower legislation and he therefore cannot 
contact the Public Service Integrity Commissioner. 

The Senate Ethics Officer can only act upon concerns raised to her by Senators. 

He asked his supervisors for the authority to speak to Senators and/or the Board of 
Internal Economy, and was refused on each occasion. 

When it became apparent to them that he was going to speak to Senators via 
harassment complaint as is required by the Senate's policy on the prevention and 
resolution and harassment in the workplace, before any issue could be 

resolved or heard by a Senator. 

Without any other avenue to turn to, he chose to report the matter to the RCMP. 

As stated at the beginning of this letter, none of these allegations have been substantiated by 
the RCMP. The above points provide a brief summary of the details described by it is 

the position of the RCMP at this time that these matters are administrative in nature, rather 
than criminal. For that reason these matters have been referred to your collective offices for 
any action you deem necessary. Our investigation is concluded.
